Thousand Marines Sail This Week, 


Some Reserves To Be Called Into 
Service And Leaves Being Re- 
stricted-Turbulent China Threatens 
To Burst Into Volcanic Activity. 


LONDON, Jan. 22.— (I. N. S.)—Great Britain's prepara- 


tions for military action in China took on a grave aspect 
tonight. 


The war office announced that certain sections of the 


army reserve will be called to service.. 


All leave for all 'ranks has been restricted, and cancelled 


entirely in some regiments. 


Four additional battalions of troops have been placed un- 


der orders to proceed to China. 


One thousand marines will sail 


on Tuesday for China. 


Unofficial reports state that In- 


dian troops have been ordered to 
Chinese service. 
The war office announced with 
regard to reserve battalions order- 
ed to China that the units will 
be 
brought up 
to the required 
strength for colonial service by the 
inclusion of certain men from sec- 
tion A of the army reserve. 
This 


section of the reserve consists of 
men who have agreed to return to 
service under the, colors In clrcum- 


eral mobilization necessary. 


Ready For Orders.

The First battalion of the Mid- 
dlesex -regiment tonight was undei 
orders to stand by for orders to 
proceed to China. 


"With the First cruiser squadron 


of the Mediterranean fleet already 
under way for China, Great Brit- 
ain's naval and military prepara- 
tions for trouble in China have as- 
sumed ominous proportions. 


The foreign office continues to 


explain that the measures taken are 
entirely precautionary and do not 
contemplate any 
action against 
China unless there are overt acts 
against British citizens or prop- 
erty.

Regulation For Year By 


Independent Federal 
Commission Looms. 


Conferees Propose Com- 
merce Department To 
Have Charge Thereafter.

—Regulation of radio for a year by 
an independent federal commission 
and thereafter by the department of 
commerce is provided in anjagree- 
ment reached today by liouse and 
senate conferees, which "will be con- 
sidered further next v/eck. 
Senator Dill, democrat, Washing- 


ton, 
and 
Representative White, 


Maine, republican authors of the 
disputed senate and house measures, 
will meet early next week to draft 
the agreement reached today and 
u'ill lay it bfore thq full conference 
Wednesday. Conferees hope to re- 
port the compromise measure back 
to the senate and house for final ac- 
tion before" the end of next-week. 
For the first year 'regulation will 


be in the hands of a federal com- 
mission of five, members to be ap- 
pointed by the. president subject to 
confirmation by the senate. The de- 
partment of conrmerce during this 
year •will act as the administrative 
agency. 
The commission will have 


for the year 
original 
jurisdiction 


over granting-, renewal and revoca- 
tion of licenses and ,\vlll make all 
regulations. 


Plan '$10000 Salary. 


During the first year, members of 
the commission will receive salaries 
of $10,000 each. After tha^ they will 
receive $30 a day and expenses for 
the days when they are in session. 
After the first year they will not sit 
continuously. 
The new system oC regulation -will 


go into effect upon passage of the 
measure. All present licefises will

brought up now. Disapproval o£ all 
reference to price fixing and a pio- 
vision for a revolving fund of $250,- 
000,000 are regarded as enhancing 
its dfences of passage. 
-The bill sets up a federal farm 
board of twelve members for handl- 
ing surpluses of cotton, corn, wheat, 
rye and hogs. 
An equalization fee Is levied on

- Authorities arc continuing their 
questioning of Miss Veda Bellefeu- 
ile, 19 year old high school senior 
and sweetheart of the dead man. 
She confessed to writing Elrod let- 
.ters presumably from another lover, 
to test his love- for her. Aside from 
the letters and the fact that Elrod 
was a visior'at the girl's home a 
few hours before his death, authori- 
ties have failed "to find

clew which would establish either 
the murder or suicide theories.

Injured Will Live. 


Dr. S. P. Brooks, president 
of 
Baylor uni\ersity, who rushed here

Service tonight that he had Just re- 
turned from the hospital here and 
was assured that none of the In- 
jured students would die. 
The accident occurred at the rail- 
way station at Round Rock at noon 
during a heavy lain. Joe Potter, 
driver of the bus, did not realize

mist he attempted to swerve from 
he tracks, according to 
Jfotter's 


story to Brooks. 
The train, the northbound "Sun- 


shine Special" OR the International 
Great Northern, does not stop at 
Round Rock and was traveling at 
a fast rate of speed, according to 
witnesses 


Bus Overturned. 


Because of the slippery road, Pot- 
ter was unable to keep off the track, 
but succeeded in heading down the 
track ahead of the tram as the lo- 
comotive hit the bus. The c ow- 
catcher of the engine caught the 
bus on the side and to the rear, 
overturning and splintering: it. Some 
of the twenty-two students in the 
bus attempted to jump, but by the 
time they opened the windows it 
was too late. 
Brakes on the train had been set, 


but because of the momentum it 
carried the bus wreckase for more 
than one hundred jards. 
Eight of the students were killed 
instantly. Seveial men in the'sta- 
tion rushed to the scene and helped 
extricate the injured and the bodies, 
which were placed on the train and 
brought heie.. 


Ambulance Meets Train. 


An arcbt'lance from Georgetown 


met the train here and carried one 
of the bodies and Winchester to a. 
hospital 
at Georgetown, 
where 
Winchester died.

In addition to the names of the 


authors, the title page bears the 
name of Bertram Grosvenor Good- 
hue, the architect, and Lee Lawrie 
the sculptor, and the architects after 
Mr. Goodhue's death In 1924, Ber- 
tram Grosvenor Goodhue Associ- 
ates. 
In his introduction, "Time 
and 


Circumstance and, the Never-Erd- 
ing Dream," Jlr Whitaker writes: 


"The Capitol of $ie State of Ne- 
braska, is of the gossamer web of 
dreams. Let that be kno'wn and well 
remembered by all those who look 
upon its power ,and strength, its 
majesty of clean-lined solidity, its 
incomparable 
simplicity and ' its

The Noise That Annoys. 


A squeaky cowl board can be
